By 
1706 the population had in- 
creased to over 60,000, so Ten- 
nessee was admitted ns the six- 
teenth state of the TTnloa. 


At the outbreak of tbe Civil 


wnr, Tennessee joined the Con- 
federacy. 
In 1866, when the 


state was readmitted to the Un- 
ion, there was mnch disorder 
during the reconstruction period. 
Tbis led to the formation of the 
Ku Klux Klan. the Influence of 
wMch quickly spread through- 
out the Southern states. This 
secret organization took Into 
its own hands Oe suppres- 
sion of crime nnd the admin- 
istration of Jnstlce.
